Action on Financial Legisla- 
tion Must Come.

And He Must Admit Just 
Where He Stands., 


Actually Crucial. 


Dec. 24.—[8pecial 
Correspondence of New York Journal 
of Commerce:] While no information 
with respect to the subjects that are 
to be canvassed at the approsching 
interview between Carter Glass of 
Virginie and President-elect Woodrow 
Wihison this week has been officially 
made public, it is understood today 
upon good authority that such an in- 
terview is actually to occur. The fact 
hes been received with great interest 
in Congressional circles here because 
of what it implies rather than of what 
ig definitely known of the occasion for 
the interview. Mr. Glases sub-commit- 
tee on banking and currency is about 
to begin hearings with reference to 
the drafting of a banking bill. Thie 
is undoubtedly the real basis for the 
interview. It is desired to ascertain in 
a definite mann@ what are the views 
of the new chief of the party with 
respect to banking. That they will 
have a fundamental importance in 
connection with the hearings, with 
the bill that is to follow and also 
with the whole subject of banking 
legisiation, is conceded. Mr. Wilson 
has reached a point where his atti- 
tude and action are absolutely crucial. 

CRUX OF SITUATION. 

Here is the crux of the situation: 
There are three banking groups in 
Congrese—an extreme Bryan group, 
an extreme conservative group and a 
moderate group. The internal strife 
and manipulations growing out of this 


ing can be expected unless there is 
gome strong leadership. “Progressive” 
politicians are watching the whole 
situation with the closet attention, and 
as soon as differences of opinion de- 
gin to show themselves openly they

Suppose he 
joins the conservatives and comes out 
for the Aldrich plan in some modified 
form—the situation will be similar. If 
he aligns himself with the moderate 
element in Congress, which wishes to 
do all that can be done without abso- 
lutely driving away any of the differ- 
ent groups, he may be able without 
too much friction to draw the least 
attached members of all groups to 
himself and thug to insure the adop- 
tion of a measure in the lower house 
which whl go te the Senate with the 
prestige and indorsement that come 
from Presidential favor. If, however, 
Mr. Wilson prefers to see the struggle 
carried on among the different groups 
in the expectation that some of them 
will kill off the others prior to reach- 
ing a decision, a quite different case 
will be presented. The result will be 
disastrous, because it will arouse the 
embers of factionalism and political 
prejudice, and the party will be 
thrown into a disastrous jumble, with 
the familiar processes of scheming 
and counter-scheming in full opera- 
tion. There is only one disastrous 
course for Mr. Wilson—indecision and 
inectivity. If he fears that the sub- 
ject is too big for him and for the 
party, he can insure its being laid on 
the table by simply asserting his wish 
to that effect. This will hold it off for 
at least a year. But if he allows it 
to go on now, he must take a definite 
position. 
HISTORY REPEATING ITSELF. 
There is a curious parallellam be- 
tween Mr. Wilson's position today and 
that which Mr. Taft accupied with 
respect to the tariff when he was 
first elected. There had been pledges 
of tariff revision prior to his election, 
but after the votes had been counted 
there was a weakening. Leaders went 
to Mr. Taft to des off. They did not 
want to do anything. If he had then 
said, “I prefer to postpone this sub- 
ject for at least a year and I do not 
care to summon Congress in extra 
session” most of the party men would 
have been delighted. Mr. Taft said 
no such thing, but assented to revi- 
sion, and when his opportunity for 
leadership came in his first message 
he said nothing except that revision 
Was desirable. Long before that. how- 
ever, he had been representa- 
tives of the three different groups— 
the ultra-stand-pat men, the extreme 
progressives and the moderate tariff 
revisionists. To none of them did 
he give the least positive pledge, but 
he “held his mind open waiting for 
light.“ The different factions en- 
gaged in an internecine struggle from 
which the “old crowd” emerged vie- 
torious. They put through the Payne 
tariff in the House, and Mr. Taft sti)! 
said nothing but waited to see what 
would happen. Finally, when he took 
up.the cudgels, most of the rates 
were fixed beyond change. He had 
to sign the bill because he had shown 
no dissatisfaction with it while it 
was in a formative condition. Uiti- 
mately he was driven into defending 
it on the stump because it was the 
action of the party and he has as- 
sented to it and signed it. ü 
WILSON's POSITION. 
There have been some instructive 
and suggestive occurrences that in- 
dicate that Mr. Wilson may be in the 
same frame of mind as his predeces- 
sor. He said in his speech of accept- 
ance that he did not understand the 
banking question—the same that his 
predecessor had said on the tariff 
He has since then listened patiently 
to divergent advices poured into his 
ear from widely different source 
without giving any sien of what he 
is willing to do. He has uttered 
doubtful phrases such as that given 
pending bills were probably 60 or 
80 per cent. right, but that the other 
20 or 40 per cent. of their contents. 
needed to be changed—an expression 
similar to that used by Mr. Taft when 
he said that, while many changes were 
needed in the tariff, there was none 
that would alter the existing courses 
of business or injure anyone's in- 
térests. Within recent weeks, it has 


| become known here that Mr. Wilson 


has been asking college professors 
what they thought—an action analo- 
gous to Mr. Taft's demand for 
“scientific” information on the rates 
of duty. Perhaps these statements 
and actions simply mask an iron de- 
termination which will show itself 
at the right time. But for the pres- 
ent, Congressional leaders are frankly 
puzzled. There is not one of them but 
js eager to know what the new chitf 
thinks and where he will place him- 
self. That is why they are following 
one another over the road to Trenton 
or Princeton. They are not worrying 
much about the tariff. That is con- 
sidered a fixed matter. What will Mr. 
Wilson say? He is on the point of 
settling one of the most important 
matters in his whole administration 
perhaps of determining its fate.

Politicians and Popular Leaders of 
the New Republic Being Made 
Solid by the Government for the 
Control of Mongolia Against the 
Other Nations. 


PEKING, Nov. 10.—[Correspond- 
ence New York Heraid.] With the 
substantial backing of sable tails. 
green carriage tops, yellow sedan 
chairs and purple bridle reins, the 
spread of the principles of constitu- 
tionalism throughout China proceeds 
apace. | 

Grant of privilege to retain a nine 
dragon cushion may strike many read- 
ers a8 a rather peculiar incentive to 
bring a political leader to the sup- 
port of a republican form of govern- 
ment, but the wholesale conferring of 
honorific and high standing titles. 
especially when accompanied by cash 
honorarium, doubtless will be recog, 
nized as not wholly in conflict with 
electioneering methods of some other 
republics. 

Recent Presidential mandates shed 
illuminating light upon conditions 
prevailing in some parts of this vast 
and peculiar land over which, even 
though its colors are fading and its 
edges are frayed, the five color flag 
still flies. 

In a desperate effort to offset Rus- 
sian intrigue at Urga, where Mr. 
Korostovetz in Amban capacity is en- 
deavoring to hold Outer Mongolia to 
its declaration of independence, Pres- 
dent Yuan ig resorting to every con- 
celvable device designed to win church 
leaders and tribal chieftains of Inner 
Mongolia to allegiance to the re- 
public. 

DUKES BY THE DOZEN. 

Strong appeal is made to the lay- 
men of the Mongol proletariat by 
elevating the rank and increasing by 
promises the annual incomes of 
princes and other fighting men. There 
has been a perfect orgy of rank be- 
stowing. Every man possessing the 
influence of a ward heeler is now 
privileged to sign himself with a long 
title translatable as prince, duke, 
count, viscount, or whatever it may 
be, while Mongol barons are as numer- 
ous as colonels on the staff of the 
Governor of Georgia. 

The most marked honors, however, 
have been reserved for the church 
leaders, since these exercise the great- 
est influence. 

While Outer Mongolia can boast of 
only one Hutukhtu, or Living Buddha. 
the Inner Mongolia woods are full of 
them. Every tribe of any consequence 
has its own Reincarnated One, pos- 
sessing authority close akin to that 
of a Murphy over a Tammany. 

At the celebration of the first an- 
niversary of the revolution, one Hu- 
tukhtu divided honors with President 
Yuan. While in Peking he was most 
assiduously cultivated by Chinese offi- 
cials and politicians, and that this cul- 
tivation bore fruit is evidenced by the 
declarations in a Presidential mandate 
that: 

“Chang Chita Hutukhtu, being a 
man of high character and noble spir- 
it, has a thorough grasp of religious 
ideas and ideals.

OUTLOOK GOOD. 


Los Angeles Capital Is At- 
tracted by Prospect. 
Interest Aroused by Strike 
| at Great Depth. 


Solution Seems Found for 
Debris Problem. 


{Spectal Correspondence of The Times.] 
SACRAMENTO, Jan. 2.—Los An- 
Seles capitalists are actively exploiting 
the Genesee copper district, Plumas 
county, and a number of properties 
are showing splendid progress. A few 
days ago the scattered properties on 
Copper Mountain were acquired by 
Angelenos, headed by Thomas J. 
and merged into one strong 
company. 

Arrangements for preliminary work 
are progressing and activity will com- 
mence with the early spring. A num- 
ber of copper-bearing veins have been 
intersected on the claims, and the new 
owners will drive a leng tunnel to 
crosscut the ledges at an approximate 
depth of 1500 feet. The development 
thus far indicates that the veins in- 
crease in size with depth. 


vorable for the making of a splendid 
copper producer. Near the surface the 
veins contain good gold and silver 


values, with the quartz changing to 


chalcopyrite and bormite below the 
weathered zone. Assays of the deposits 
indicate that the ore is of excellent 
grade. Quite a percentage of the ma- 
terial is expected to prove sufficiently 
high-grade to warrant its shipment to 
custom smelters.

month.

The Brandy City Hydraulic Mining 
Company, numbering San Francisco 
and Los Angeles people among its 
members, is actively operating its 
placers near Brandy City, Sierra coun- 
ty.

The Platinum Groups. 

PASADENA, Dec. 1.—Q.: Please 
designate the “platinum group of met- 
als and show she metallurgy of each 
metal. Give localities of platinum- 
bearing ores and short method of sep- 
aration of each of the metals. M. D. 

A.: In the classification of the as- 
sociated metal values in platinum 
ores it is probably more proper to 
refer thereto as the group of light 
platinum metals, and as the group of 
heavy platinum metals; two separate 
groups, if you please. 

“The similarity of the compounds 
of the metals is influenced by the 
similarity of forms or types, accord- 
ing t which they are composed, i. e., 
by the VALENCE of the metals.” 

The group of the light platinum 
metals can be properly classified as 
including ruthenium, rhodium and 
palladium; and the group of the heavy 
platinum metals includes osmium, 
Iridium, and platinum. 

“Osmium, from its position, in the 
periodic system, must have a lower 
atomic weicht man that detormined 
experimentally (heretofore 198; re- 
cently 195.) But as it shows the same 
relation in its whole deportment to 
ir‘dium ard piatinunm as ruthenium to 
rhodium and num ent iten to 
echalt and nickel, it extremely pr b- 
able that its atomic weicht is not 
correctly determined, and that it will 
eventually show itself somewhat less 
than that of tridium.” 

In the report ot the “International 
Committee on Atomic Weights for 
1912," M appears that Hoyermann 
finds, by five experiments, that the 
atomic weight of iridium is 193.613; 
and by the report of the committee 
referred to gives osmium as of atomic 
weight 190.9. 

Next m order we will give the 
proven localities of the platinum met- 
als: The Ural Mountains of Russia: 
scattered deposits in Australia, on the 


Island of Sumatra; in northern Cali- [| 


fornia, in southern Oregon; in south- 
ern Nevada, and at the Rambler mine, 
Wyoming. 

The platinum metals occur in na- 
ture chiefly in the forms of metallic 
grains in combination with certain 
“sand,” and these “grains” are ob- 
tained wifh gold in panning, sluicing, 
etc. “Platinum ore usually contains 
50-80 per cent. platinum; palladium 
up to 2 per cent., iridium to 7 per 
cent., osmium 1.50 per cent., 
ruthenium 1.50 per cent., with dif- 
ferent other metals, as gold, copper 
and iron.” 

In the direct treatment of plati- 
num-bearing ores, the gold is obtained 
by dilute aqua regia. The ore is then 
subjected to the action of concentrat- 
ed aqua regia, when platinum, pallad- 
lum, ruthenium, rhodiam and part of 
the tridium are dissolved. “Metallic 
grains or leaflets, an alloy of osmium 
and iridium—platinum residues—re- 
main. Ammonium chloride is then 
added to the solution and platinum 
and iridium precipitated as double 
salts. When the precipitate is icnited, 
a spongy mass of iridium- 4 
platinum (platinum-sponge) ob- 
iained. which ie directly in 
the manufacture of platinum vessecls. 
The filtered solution from the in-

hodium, and ruthenium, which are 
metaliic powder by 
iron; their further separrtion is ef- 
fected in various ways.” For further 
ure consult advanced works ond 
metallurgy and chemistry. 

It is a matter of comment that 
there are certalh chemists who have 
been educated to the point of “treat- 
ing” platinum ores (after the gold 
is removed) with concentrated aqua 
regia; their next treatment“ is to 
add ammontum chioride to the acid 
solution, and evaporate to dryness at 
100 deg. C. Finally they (the certain 
chemists.) ignite the entire product 
so obtained, and name the product 
“Impure platinum sponge 
such a product is submitted to metal- 
lurgical chemists the stuff is very 
soon detected as “of decided value.” 
and they must report to the patron 
submitting the “impure platinum 
sponge” (7) for analysis, that the 
substance is all that ts claimed for 
it; the patron of the analytical chem- 
ist always becomes unduly elated and 
verv soon backe the “new process” 
artiet with coin of the realm and en- 
thusiasm. Such methods are frequent- 
ly used in Southern California; the 
“product” keeps analysts “awake” on 
two centinents; in time the truth of 
the matter appears; the backer gets 
skinned, as it were, and the new 
“process” fiite with the inventor ( 7.) 

How many times we have witnessed 
this work during our connection with 
this department of The Times, good- 
ness only knows, and it still “goes 
on.

BEAUMONT. Dec. 8.—Q.: This 
sample te from a new locality about 
seven miles from Beaumont. [ft is 
fond in pockets and the sample is 
one of the biggest crystals.

A.: The sample is massive and crys- 
talliced beryl of non-gem grade. It is 
of value as an abrasive and for its 
12 per cent. (approximate) glucina 


present. 

On “biggest crystals” it is Well to 
note that beryl of gigantic dimen- 
sions have been found in the United 
States. “One beryl from Grafton, N, 
H., weighs 2900 pounds; it is thirty- 
two inches trrough in one direction 
and twenty-two in another, transverse. 
and is four feet, three inches long.” 

Gem-bery! is a variety of emerald, 
and possesses the same crystal form, 
hardness, and „ Fr., and differs 
from emerald in color only.
